parents. The Inte miferable fon of the Earl of 
Rivers is but one inttance among thoufands, that 
when a perfon is deprived of the common benefits 
of focicty, and devoted voevelatting fhame by the 
particular circumétances of his birih, his parents 
are his implacable enemies. 

One child that entered the bloody walls of Wel. 
land efcaped, for herfcif died thatevening. The 
imiling innocence of the little victim pleaded even 
with thofe who had perhaps before been the in- 
ftruments of her barberity; they had no intereft 
in its death,and they carried it to thofe who at that 
time had the care of the poor. The deferved in- 
fant was taken from houke ‘o houfe, and begging 
fapperted it tilt there thosid t—= Phe 
careful overfeer potponed a fortiight that which 
fhould come on the day following, that the par- 
ith might have a chance.to be freed from the in- 
cumbrance——but this little wretch was to live, 
The namelefs infant had efcaped the only hands 
from which it could fail to meet compafiion ; its 
throat bled with a wound inflicted by the hand of 
its father, but not mortal. All were charmed 
with it, and all flruck with commiferation, 
Thofe who had no fortunes declared, that were 
they rich they would adoptic; but fuch as had 
the power found the inclination lefs fervent ; even 
they, however, contributed their thillings. The 
vellry met at lengch, and the child was living ; 
the officers took it into their care, and the world 
heard no more of it. Pity isa fhort lived virtue;

A fingle arm could not com- 
mand fuccels in oppofition to fo much condudt, jmined 
with fo much refolurion He fled among the rowed High- 
Janders, -and in an hour was in @ plece of fafety ; a retreat, 
where neither friend could be likely to find nor enemy to 
yeach him---where he could neither be forced nor beiray- 
ed. In this. place, he was leaning upon his fword and reft- 
ing agsinit a tree, he faw twe pesfons enter hatlily, the 
one aitold man flying, the other a young man in purfuit of 
him, ‘Wha oflonified the warrior was, that they appear- 
e4 of the viorious party, He flood @ moment expefing 
they would fall toge'her upon him; but they regarded 
none excepteach oher. The old man, finding his feet 
would not give him fecarity, torned upon the purfuer, and 
put bimfelf in a pofture of defence. Frazer was ‘oo much 
a hero fo lovk upon an unequal encounter, As the old 
man was on the brink of defjuttion, he fell in between, 
** I know nothing of your quarrel, faid heto the younger, 
Dut let me difpute im bis place. He is nota match for 
your yourh and vigor,” No more words paffed ; the old 
man flood slide, and his champion conquered. 

The perfon whom he had faved made him all pofflible 
ackoowledzements.. He told him, that he would retorn 
the obligation by preferving bim; he propofed taking him 
back in the evening, and changing his drefs; and promifed 
to adopt him ashis fon. Heconcladed with extolling his 
gallaniry in the highet terms, and with obferving, ic was 
a’pity a perfon of fo much honor fhould be a rebel. Fra- 
zer avfwered him thus: “ Th- Scors do not fight againft 
thei: King becaule they are di oval, but becaufe they are 
commanded by thole they ferom Their Lords havea 
right to their dary ; and they are taught from infan's to 
beliewe thar their fill virtue is obedience there."’---He paa- 
fed, and wiped away atear, and continued, * Nowe had 
fo much right to that ¢omplisnce as mine; oor could } 
have accepted of your propofed friendfhip, but that I faw 
him fall. Now 1 am_ free ; and if you will receive a 
friendlies orphan into your proteéion, I will be as faichfal 
to you as I have been to him” 

"The perfon he bed preferved was moved extremely with 
his {pecch ; there was fomethifg in the manner more than 
the words that charmed him; he kifled him, took bim 
back with him, changed bis habit, and brought him to 
England, where his intereit ob:ained a pardon, Frazer 
lived with this man of honor as a fon ; “the family coniih- 
ed of themfelves and a daughter, a lady of forty-feven 
not more diftinguifhed by her amiable temper than by an 
sir of melancholy which never forfook her countenance, 
The father often told her the flory of his refewe, “ The 
wretch, faid he, who dilhonored you, fought my life for

As they {poke ‘ogerher upon this fubjeét, they compaf- 
Gonated che infant, Frazer was flrangely moved with. the 
recital, ‘ Perbaps, faid he, if my memory would reach 
my infant years, forme fucha fate was mine.” He repea- 
‘ted on this accafinn the ftrange obscurity of his birth, and 
Shewed a fcar apon his throat, which, he added, fome
